enough paid not the slightest heed to it, 
but simply moved through the slough at 
a worse than funeial pace. 


By the time they had crawled down the 


leng, steep, hillside, the rain had ceased 
and us they took their stand in thecquare) 
people were beginning to collect upon the 
pavements, and numerous carriages and 
wagons filled the open space leaving 
scanty room for the procession, that 
would soon make its appearance.

child. Down in the southern part of the 
county la the beautiful village cemetery 
Letty's father was quietly sleeping while 
a small flag planted today by kindly hands 
gave evidence that one of our natien's 
heroes slept beneath Its folds. 


Presently (hey heard the band playing 


and the procession appealed far down 
tbe street. The marshals gallantly riding 
there warlike chargers, the uniforms of 
the police and the gaudy trappings of 
the various organizations with their num- 
erous flags and banners, the strains of 
martial music, aad the small band of vet- 
erans, ever a pathetic sight, followed by 
this chariot of floral offerings all together 
made up a pageant ef wondrous splendor 
tf> Letty's unsophisticated eyes. Making 
a short detour of some of the principal 
streets the procession soon re-appeared 
and passed down the long street, post the 
stores en either hand decorated mere or 
less appropriately and artistically, and up, 
over the winding.road to the city, of the 
dead upon the hillsides through which 
the groat highway leads. 


Carriages fell into line, Nathan Stone in 


his old farm wagon bringing up the rear, 
while the sidewalk held a marching crewd 
curious to see what had, to nost of them> 
no meaning 
whatever. When 
they 


reached the cemetery Nathan passed be- 
yond the entrance and drew his old horse 
up far to,one side ai\d assisted Letty to 
alight. The horse too steady to require 
tying nibbled the stray bits of last year's 
grass while Nathan, and Latty passed into 
the cemetery and climbed to the eminence 
where waved Old Glory beneath whose 
tanner the commemoration services took 
place. 


Then the crowd dispersed, Nathan Stone 


fell in with some old companions and for 
a few minutes Letty was left to herself. 
She wandered slowly about trying to se- 
lect some graves to adern with her sweet 
wild flowers. 'At length her eyes fell upon 
two graves side by side upon one of which 
was a small flag and upon the low White 
headstones 
were the words Father, 


Mother. Letty instantly bent over them 
and carefully separating the tangled blos- 
soms, laid some on each low mound while 
tbe tears welled up in the girl's blue eyes 
and trickled down upon her delicately 
tinted cheeks. "How I wish it were in- 
deed my father and mother, but I haven't 
even a grave that belongs to me," sobbed 
the poor child. 


Lethy Fond was indeed a waif, having 


no claims upon Uncle Nathan save that 
she was the daughter of a comrade. Her 
father had died when Lethy was very 
young, having a comfortable prevision 
for his wife and child, but owing to,mis- 
management and dishonesty on tho'part 
of the man to whom Mrs. Ford had in- 
trusted the investment of her property, 
she lost most) efthe result of her husband's 
careful forethought. Her lingering ill- 
ness consumed the remainder aad she 
died leaving her twelvt-year-old daughter 
entirely dependent upon the world's un- 
certain charity. When Mrs. Ford first 
found herself in reduced circumstances 
she applied fora pension, but valuable 
papers having been lost, difficulties arose, 
aud lacking money and influence to push 
her claims, she met with no success. 
Kind-hearted Nathan Stone, hearing of 
her friendless condition, had taken Letty 
to his own humble home where she 
lacked nothing save the advantages for 
culture that her unusual intelligence de- 
manded. 


Soon the sound t>f the drum arensedthe 


girl from her wonderful revery and she 
saw the line re-forming preparatory to 
the return march to the* church where 
the final exercises were to be held, and 
she immediately mfide her way down to 
the street and climbed into the old wagon. 
Nathan soon returned and together with 
th crowd they wended their uneven 
conr.ie, up hill and down, and up again to 
the square; having tied old Molly they 
passed into the church, in the body of 
which the veterans and their complimen- 
tary organizations, yie Sans of Veterans 
and Ladies Belief corps, were already 
seated. On the platform were the speak- 
ers of the town, the members of tbe 
school committee, also such town officials 
and prominent citizens as considered it 
not beneath their dignity to encourage by 
their presence the old soldiers, voice, an 
all important faction in the nation, now 
too often treated as if they had long out- 
lived their usefulness. Singing and reci- 
tations by children of the public schools 
very appropriately made np the larger 
part of the program, all of which gave 
unmixed delight to Letty i£d ner com- 
panion.

At length the master of ceremonies in- 


troduced the leading speaker, a stranger, 
Ool Ayhsworthof Illinois, a «man of dis- 
tinguished appearance, and, as the audi- 
ence soon learned, an orator of no com- 
mon ability. 
With all the impassioned 


eloquence of a trained speaker whose 
heart is enlisted in the cause for which be 
pleads, aided by the magnetism of his 
personal presence, he captured the sym- 
pathy of his audience and not a few 
among his hearers awoke to new realiza- 
tion of what had been wrought for the 
nation by these commonplace men, their 
neighbors; while a deeper interest in these 
veterans was called into life by the magic 
of the speaker, "who knew the things 
whereof he spoke."

William O'Brien. 


A well known and highly respected citi- 


zen passed away this morning by the 
death of William O'Brien, which occurred 
at 3.15 o'clock at his home, 6 Union street. 


Mr. O'Brien was bera in Nova Scotia in 


1812, and came with his parents to Black- 
inton in 1858. He worked in the mill at 
Blackinton until the war broke out when 
he enlisted }n Co. A., First New York 
Volunteer Oavalry, being the second man 
te leave North Adams for the front, Wells 
B. Mitchell being the first. He partici- 
pated in the Peninsular and Maryland 
campaigns, and after Antietem he volun- 
teered with three others to carry dis- 
patches to the headquarters of the Army 
of the Potomac in Louden county. On 
one occasion he traveled ninety-six miles 
la twenty-four hours through the enemy's 
constry withaut changing horses. He 
was taken prisoner in November, 1883, and 
for two months was confined in Pember- 
ton prison, Richmond, from which place 
he and a comrade escaped January 30, 
1864, and after eight days, traveling by 
night and hiding by day, reached tbe 
Union lines near Fortress Monroe. He 
rejoined his regiment and was honorably 
discharged at the expiration of his ser- 
vice, Angust 22,1881. The actions of his 
regiment were over 125, including Savage 
Station, Hanover Court House, Seven 
Days' battle, Antietam, Winchester and 
Fisher's Hill. 


But William does not hold alone the 


war record of his family; his fathen 
Lawrence O'Brien, enlisted in Captain 
Hayden'a company, Thirty-first Massa- 
chusetts Regiment, and sent his five boys 
—John, David, Michael, Lawrence and 
William, into the Union army. Six en- 
listed (Or thfee years, and three re-en- 
listed and stayed until the war was over. 


Mr. O'Brien after his return from the 


war worked in the mill at Blackinton, 
and fo» years was overseer in the card 
roam. Since 1871 he had been in the 
grocery and shoe business on Eagle street 
until about eight months ago, when he 
retired on account of his health, which 
had been failing for three years. He was 
afflicted wUh Baroema. The best medi- 
cal skill was availed of, but the disease 
gradually progressed until bis life was 
worn away. For some time post his case 
was Known to be hopeless and no one wa? 
better aware of this fact than himself, but 
with characteristic courage and manli- 
ness he looked forward to the Inevitable 
without fearer complaint and was fully 
prepared for the change when it came. 


Mr. O'Brien was an honorable and suc- 


cessful business man and a good citizen. 
He was a man of public spirit and took an 
active interest in everything w"hich tended 
to the advanement of North Adams and 
her institutions. He was a frank and 
genial man, friendly and generous, always 
ready to speak a kind word or lend a help- 
inn hand. He was a member of C. D. 
Sanford post, Q. A. R., and had served as 
senior vice commander. He always took 
a keen interest in the affairs of the post 
and was ever ready to do his full share 
toward forwarding its good work. In all 
his relations with others he proved him" 
self honorable and upright and he-will be 
remembered as a man whose life was a 
credit and a benefit to the community In 
which it was passed. He was a man ol 
deep religious convictions and a devoted 
member and loyal supporter of St. Fran- 
cis church. 


On June 11,1666, Mr. O'Brien married 


Miss Bridget Moloney of North Adams, 
•mho survives him with three daughters, 
Mrs. P. J. Ashe and Misses Mary and 
Agnes O'Brien. He also leaves a sister, 


Mrs. 
Margaret Horrigan of this olty. 


Solemn requiem high mass will be cele- 


brated at the funeral, which will be at- 
tended from St. Francis' church Wednes- 
day morning. C. D. Sanford post, Q. A. 
R., will attend in a body.

SHOCKING ACCIDENT. 


Young Boy Dragged Through the 


Street by a Frightened 


Cow. 


WAS 
LEADING HER TO PASTURE. 


Had the Rope Fast en eJ to His Wrist. Was 


Trailed Along* the Cround for Twe 


Hundred Yards. Terribly Bruised 


from Head to 
Foot. 


Jndson Chapman, the eleven-years-old 


son of Mrs. Carrie Chapman of 19 Rock 
street, met with a very unfortunate mis- 
hap Sunday morning and one which may 
yet prove fatal. 


The accident occurred about 6.45 o'clock 


when the boy was leading a cow owned 
by Archie Paradise of East Main street to 
the pasture on the hill in front of the 
public park. The boy had thoughtlessly 
tied the halter rope around his right 
wrist. All went well until a point nearly 
opposite Benson's store at the corner of 
East Qalncy street and Summit avenue 
was reached, when the cow became 
frightened in some way and started to run. 


The efforts of the boy to check the cow 


were of no avail and his shouts only 
served to increase her speed. 
He was 


unable to keep apace with the runaway 
and stumbled and fell to the ground. For 
about 200 yards the cow dragged the pros- 
trate boy along the highway, in the 
ditches and through a muddy stream, and 
only stopped when nearly exhausted by 
colliding with the porch of a house at the 
end of Summit avenue. 


The cow was caught and a number of 


men and women who had witnessed the 
sickening sight hastened to give their aid. 
The boy's clothing was torn into shreds, 
his face was cevered with blood aud the 
cuts in his scalp were filled with sand and 


mud. 
When picked up he was thought 


for several moments to be dead, but his 
breath came slowly back and it was with 
tears and thanksgiving that his mother, 
who had been sent for, found even a spark 
of life in her boy. 


He was taken to his home and Dr. M. 


M. Brown and Dr. Stafford were sum- 
moned. The examination disclosed tbe 
fact that no bones bad been broken, but 
the unconscious boy was found to be 
bruised from head to foot. His face and 
head had received the brunt of the inju- 
ries and were badly cut and bruised. 
Whether he was internally injured could 
not be learned at the time, but it was 
feared that he had suffered such injuries. 
He remained in a drowsy state all day, 
and was conscious but little of the time. 
_The boy is dom; as well today as could 
be expected and will probably recover.

Queer Story Told By a Stranger

OX HIS WAY TO BOSTON. 


Ssld He Came from New York end Wai 


Making 
the Journey an Foot. 


Once Rich Now Poor. On Over 


HOOSBC Mountain. 


A jnan about forty-eight years of age, 


of sefmingly rugged build, with greyish 
hair and grey mustache and wearing a 
light linen coat over a good suit of dark 
clothes, approached Officer Reagan on 
State street Saturday morning at 2.15 
o'clock and Inquired about the right road 
leading over Hoosac mountain. IJo said 
be had followed a road which he thought 
was the right one and had only learned 
his mistake when he had walked a con- 
siderable distance, and that he had re- 
turned to the center of tbe city to ascer- 
tain the proper course to be taken. 


The nature of tbe inquiry, coming as it 


did at that hour of the night and from a 
stranger, aroused the suspicions of the 
officer 
and 
before 
answering, 
Mr. 


Reagan looked steadily at him for some 
minutes, trying to believe he bad heard 
aright. The man interpreted the officers 
thoughts rightly and did not seem sur. 
prised at the hesitancy, but proceeded to 
give his reason for asking the question. 


His story in substance was as follows; 


His name was Charles Peabody and his 
home is In New York city. 
He bad 


started several days ago from that place 
on foot for Boston, traveling by night and 
day along tbe shores of tbe Hudson river 
and from Troy, N. Y., along the highway 
to this city. He has a brother in Salem 
who is a millionaire, and who was at one 
time the mayor of that city. Since start- 
ing he had sent word* to Boston to b»ve 
money forwarded to Fitchbnrg, and when 
he arrived at that place he Intended to 
take the cars for his destination. He was 
atone time a man of means, but bis 
money had been lost in speculations. He 
had been until recently a hostler in a 
livery stable in New York city, but had 
cencluded to return to Boston, his former 
home where he had friends and a small 
piece of real estate. 
He wanted the ex- 


ercise and had chosen a pedestrian trip 
to obtain it. He said he hod not, nor 
would he beg, borrow or steal, 
and 


that he expected to arrive in Boston in a 
day or two, if nothing happened. 


He wore a Grand Army button in tbe 


lapel of his coat and claimed to be an Odd 
Fellow. Tbe officer listened patiently to 
his lengthy story and Bet him upon tbe 
right road. The man thanked Officer 
Reagan and walked up Main street with 
long strides and was coon lost to sight in 
the darkness. Officer Reagan tells the story 
just as he heard it and is even now debat- 
ing with himself whether or not the man 
was cane, and whether he did right in 
permitting him to depart from this city 
without inquiring into his past record at 
the metropolis. 


I'ranklin 0. Sa\!es. 


Franklin O. Sayles, generally known as 


Squire Sayles, who was the oldest member 
of the Berkshire bar, died at his home m 
Adams at 2.50 o'clock Saturday afternoon. 
He was taken 111 suddenly in Burdick'e 
grocery store Friday afternoon and was 
Carried home. 
Ke grew weaker every 


minute and when death came it was with- 
out suffering. 
Mr. Sayles was born at 


Adams, on the Srvoy road, April 14, 180S. 
and was 88 years old. His parents are Mr. 
and Mrs. 
Nathan Sayles, old settlers of the 


town. Mr. Sayles worked on his father's 
farm until seventeen years of age, attend- 
ing the district school only a few months 
of each year, fee took a private conrsc 
of instruction in Greek and Latin and en- 
tered the Junior class of Williams college 
in 1825. He was forced by poor health to 
leave college. The young man entered 
the law office of Thomas Robinson, father 
of the late Judge Robinson, who wosthon 
a practicing attorney of that town. In 1631 
Mr. Sayles was admitted to the bar of 
this county. 


Shortly after entering upon his profes- 


sional life, Mr. Styles was united in mar' 
riage to Mr. Robinson's daughter. His 
wife died several years later and the 
squire married Mjss Ford of Williams- 
town, who survives him. No children 
were born of either union. 


The only public office Squire Sayles 


ever held was that of master of chancery, 
of which there were four in Berkshire. 
They had the power to settle insolvent 
estates while the insolvents were alive. 
This appointment came from Gov. Mar- 
cus Morton. In 1S59 bis paper, the Berk- 
shire Post, was issued. This wasawtekly, 
When the war broke out he removed tt»U 
plant to Chatham, N. Y., where he started 
the Chatham Courier, but only ran it a 
few weeks. Two volumes of poetry from 
Mr. Sayles' pen were issued by a Boston 
publishing company in 1S63. Of late years 
he hod written little poems for the local 
papers and public events. He read one 
at the anniversary banquet of the Alert 
11036 Company. 


Squire Sayles was always a good man, 


and although not among the highest m 
his proiession, or, rafher, professions, he 
was a solid, sensible lawyer and a practi- 
cal newspaper writer. His 'death brings 
sorrow to every person in his town who 
has become useg to seeing the venerable 
man passing along tiie streets. 


Rev. n. B. Foskett officiated at the fu- 


neral, which was held from Mr. Saylee.' 
late home on Park sreet at 2.30 o'clock 
this afternoon. The Masons lodge con- 
ducted the exercises.

WHICH OF THESE SILVER MEN WAS 


RIGHT? 


The silver question la a common topic 


with all classes now-a-days, »nd with the 
voter* of North Adams as with everybody 
else. 
We chanced laat week to n*ar the whole 


caxe 
(from the laboring man's stand- 


point) put in two sentences by the dispu- 
tants, both workingmen to their coat 
sleeve* and both apparently friends of 
•liver. One of these men Baid that he 
was a Democrat, wanted to vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket and believed free silver would 
make better times because there would be 
more money and consequently more em- 
ployment and more business activity 
for the workingman to share in. The 
other man said he knew if there was more 
money, that plentiful money would not 
buy so much, and as the prices of wages 
would not go up he would not be so well 
off as now—his wages would be virtually 
cut to silver cheapness. 


There is the situation from the wage- 


earners standpoint. Which was right? 


The New York World answers this 


question, appealing to the laboring man's 
reason as follows: 


"The 
workingmen do not want a de- 


preciated or a dishonest dollar. 
They 


favor an increase in the volume of cur- 
rency, ignoring or disbelieving the fact 
established by the history of our own and 
every other country—that the cheaper 
money will drive the better money out of 
circulation, and hence that free coinage 
would deprive us of over $300,000,000 in 
gold and gold certificates now in use as 
money. 


"The workingmen catch at the mine- 


owner's claim that free coinage will at 
once raise silver to $1.29 an ounce and 
thus make the standard dollars 'as good 
as gold.' Again we cite to them the facts 
of experience. 


"Under the Bland-Allison act of 187S the 


government purchased from 12,000,000 to 
f4,000,000 worth of silver bullion per 
month for coinage into full legal-tender 
silver dollars. Up to 1891, when this law 
was superseded by the Sherman act, the 
government had purchased 291,272,018 
ounces of fine silver. It coined during 
this time over 403,000,000 standard dollars. 
The total production of our mines during 
this period was about 450,000,000 ounces. 
The exports amounted in value to abo^t 
$300,000,000. 
So that, with the amount 


used in the arts, all the available silver 
product of the country was marketed to 
the government. 


"Did this sustain the price? When the 


purchases began the bullion value of 
37 1-4 trains of pure silver was 89 cents. 
When they ceased it was 76 cents. 


"The next attempt to sustain the price 


of silver at the expense of the people was 
by the Sherman act of 1S90. 
Under this 


the government was compelled to buy 
4.500,000 ounces of silver per month and 
iasue treasury notes therefor, to 'make 
money plenty' and supply a market to 
the mine-owners who are today busy at 
the Populist convention. When these 
purchasers began the bullion value of 
3711-1 grains of silver was 80 cents. In 1891 
it had fallen to 76, in 1S92 to 67, in 1893 to 
60. in 1891 to 49, In 1895 to 50. The treas- 
ury notes issued during this period added 
to the currency quite as fast as the mints 
could turn out silver dollars under free 
coinage, and had the advantage of being 
redeemed in gold or silver. Yet silver 
still went down, money became "scarce" 
(except in the banks) and a monetary 
panic followed. 


"Tne workingmen may not be versed in 


monetary science, but they are able to 
understand the lessons of historv and the 
teachings of actual, practical and recent 
experience. If they profit by tkem they 
wjil stand firm for the best money."

Chinese Landscape Gardening. 


The Chinese were believed to have pos- 


sessed great skill lu landscape gardening 
from a very early period, though, if wo are 
to judge from the illustrations on the fa- 
mous ' ' willow pattern' ' plates, there Is some 
excuse for doubting the extent of that 
skill. It is true that a very ancient Chi- 
nese writer, Llau-Ticheu, has some ex- 
tremely sensible remarks on tho pleasures 
of a garden, in the course of which he says: 
"The art of laying out gardens consists, 
therefore, in contriving cheerfulness of 
prospect, luxuriance oi growth, shade, re- 
tirement and rapose, so that the rural as- 
pect may produce an Illusion. * * • Sym- 
metry is wearisome, end a garden where 
everything betrays constraint and art be- 
comes tedious and distasteful. " But It 
was the letter rather than the spirit of 
Lieu-Tscheu's advice that his countrymen 
followed when they elected to patronize 
tha ' ' natural ' ' aud the ' ' picturesque, ' ' and 
they soon reached a stage of cookneyfled 
imitation of nature which Horace Walpole 
himself could not have surpassed. 


In 1843 the Royal Horticultural society 


sent out the eminent Scotch botanist, Rob- 
ert Fortuue, to visit those famous gar- 
dens of China — the land to which we owe 
the peony, the chrysanthemum, the azalea, 
and the camellia. He wan enchanted by 
the magnificent azalea clad mountains of 
Che-Kiang, one blaze o! gorgeous bloom 
from foot to summit, but he saw little of 
the renowned landscape gardens, though 
enough to show him that much that was 
fashionable in English gardening was 
merely a relapse into Chinese barbarism. 
Indeed, as a matter of fact, the hideous 
system of "bedding out," which has In re- 
cent years been so popular in this country, 
la simply plagiarism from the Chinese. 
Those ik'testable cockney ribbon gnrdi. s, 
with their bands of red, yellow and blue — 
a bluze of gorgeous but incongruous and 
Inharmonious color — are » slavish imita- 
tion of Chinese taste — the taste to which 
we owe such artistic masterpieces as the 
"willow pattern" and the illuminated tea 
ciiest — Chambers' Journal. 


The Mnremma* 


The name of Maremmci is given to a 


large extent of insalubrious land which 
borders the Mediterranean. Whether in- 
salubrious because uncultivated, or uncul- 
tivated because insalubrious, is a problem 
which has not yet been solved. Though 
both modern science audquickeired nation- 
al enterprise have of late years beau applied 
to its solution, the results accomplished 
have been unconvincing The Tuscan part 
of the Mareinma stretches inland nearly to 
Siena. Beginning at the north a few miles 
from Leghorn, It extends to the ancient 
frontier of the pontifical states, from 
whence the same immense tract of sparsely 
cultivated and malarial territory continues 
under he name of the lloniim Mareinma 
aud Campngr.a to the gates of Rome. 


There is no hard and fast border line be- 


tween the healthy aud unhealthy laud, but 
the transformation ifl a gradual one, the 
villages become rarer, the cultivated land 
diminishes, stretches of wood and bog arc 
more frequent until we uo longer see any 
houses by the roadside, but only here and 
there In the distance some email gray ham- 
let perched on the top of a rocky hill, ''likt> 
roosting falcon musing on the chase. " 6'u 
the hillside near such oases some fields, a 
few olive trees, and then again begins the 
woodland, large forest trees, taon grovea of 
beeches and oaks lopped continually for 
firewood, the forest full of dangers and 
alarms, with Its poulis and bogs and laby- 
rinths, a hiding plautt for anything from a 
ghost to a brigand— In short, tho typical 
forest of the ilaremma. Toward the Medi- 
terranean coast the hills Txxxime less 
abrupt, anil along the shore and up the 
broader valleys which diverge from it 
stretch Immense extents of undulating 
grass lands, Beemimjly uncultivated, but 
which really are sown piece by piece in reg- 
ular rotation every tou years. — Good Words. 


A Picture of Crispl. 


It might be supposed that a statesman 


without tact would be something like a 
well without water. Yet Slgnor Crispl, 
the famous Italian diplomatist, la a man 
who entirely lacks this essential. He is 
almost brutal at times In his boorishness. 
During the silver wedding festivities at 
Rome, some little time ugo, finding him- 
self face to face with the German empress, 
who immediately recognized arid extended 
her hand to him In the ntost gracious way, 
he showed in such a plain manner that lie 
had not the remotest Idea who she was, 
and that he considered her extremely for- 
ward, that she was forced to mention her 
name before he could make up his mind to 
stoop down and pay the expected compli- 
ment. On another occasion he succeeded in 
arousing tho jnst Indignation of Lord Duf- 
fferin, the most tactful of diplomatists. Trie 
British embasaador had caused himself to 
be announced, and Criepi, •without attempt- 
ing to rise from his armchair, bade him a 
negligent "Good morning," smiling as he 
did so. The smile was not returned, and 
Lord Duffcrin, with his eyeglass fixed, cool- 
ly stood in tho doorway staring at the Ital- 
ian premier Crlapi atlostninderstood, and, 
jumping up in much confusion, rushed to- 
ward bis visitor, overwhelming him with 
apologies for his "unintentional discour- 
tesy"— Pearson's Weekly.
